jealous God , viſiting the finnes ofthe fathers upon the Children: Andala 

beit his Majeſty mighrextenunt his former —_ and aGtions in following 
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of theadvice and walking in the way of thoſe who are oppoſite to the Coves 


©" nant, and to the work of God, and'might excuſe his delaying to give fatisfa- 
ion to the juſt and neceſſary defires of the Kirk and Kingdom of Scotland , 
from his education and age and evil counſel and company , and from the 
ſtrange and inſolent proceedings of Seftaries againſt his Royal Father , and 
in reference to religion and the Ancient Goyernmentof the Kingdom of En- 
land , to which he hath the undoubted right of Succeſlion, Yet knowing that 
e hathto do with God » Hee doeth ingenuouſly acknowledge all his owne 
finnes and all the finnes of his Fathers Houſe; craving pardon, and hoping 
for mercie , and reconciliation , through the blood of Jeſus Chrift. And 
as he doth value the conſtant addreſſes , thar were made by his People to the 
Throne of Grace on his behalf when he ſtood in oppoſition to the, work of 
God, asa ſingular Teſtimony of long ſuffering patience and mercy upon the 
Lords part, and loyalty upon theirs , So doth he hope , and ſhall take ir as 
one of the greateſt tokens of their love and afteCtion to him and to his Go- 
vernment,, that they will continue in prayer and ſupplication to God for him, 
that the Lord who ſpared and preſerved him to this day, notwithſtanding of 
all his own guiltineſſe , may be at peace with him , and give him to fear the 
Lord his God, and to ſerve him with a perfect heart , and with a willing 

mindallthe dayes of his life. 37 
And his Majeſty having upon full perſwaſion of the Juſtice and. equity of 
all the heads and Articles thereof, now ſworn: and ſubſcribed the national 
Covenant of the Kingdom of Scotland , and the ſolemn League and Covenant 
of the three Kinzdoms of Scotland , England and Ireland , Doth Declare thar 
ke hath not {worn and ſubſcribed theſe CC , and entred into the Oath 
of God with his people, upon any ſiniſter intention and crooked deſign for at« | 
taining his own ends» but ſo far as humane weaknefle will permirin the truth 
and ſinceritie of his heart , & thar he is firmly reſolved in the Lords ſtrength 
to adhere therero , and to proſecute tothe utmoſt of his powerall rhe ends 
thereof, 1n his ſtationaud calling , really , conſtantly and. ſincerely all the 
dayes of his life: In order ro which hee doth inthe firſt place profefle& Decla- 
re that hee will have no enemies, but the enemies of theCovenant,and thar he 
will have no friends but the friends of theCovenant. And therefore as he doth 
now deteſt & abhor allPopery,Superſtition & Idolatry,together with Prelacy 
& all errours, Herefie, Sctiſm & profaneneſs,8& reſolves not to-tolerate,much 
leſſe allow any of theſe in any part ofhis Majeſties Dominions, but to oppoſe 
himſelfe thereto, and to endeavour the extirpation: thereof to the tirmoſt of 
his power 3 So doth he as a Chriſtian Exhort, and as a King Require that alt 
fuch of his ſubjects, who have ſtoodin oppoſition to the Solemn League and 
Coyenant and work of Reformation , upon a pretence of Kingly intereſt, or 
any other pretext whatſoever, to lay down. their enmity againſt rhe Cauſe 
and people of God, and roceaſe to-preferre the.intereſt of man.to. the inter- 
eſt of God , which hath been one of thoſe things that hath occaſioned many 
&oubles and calanucies in theſe Kingdoms , and þeing infed into., will

H. His Majeſty being convinced inconſcience, of the exceeding great fin- 
fulneſſe and unlawfulneſle, of that Treatie and peace made with the bloodie 
Iriſh Rebels , who treacherouſly ſhed the bloed of ſo many of his faithfull 
and Loyal Subjects in Ireland , and of allowing, unto.them the liberty of the 
Popiſh Religion; for the which he doth. from his heart defire ro be deeply 
humbled before the: Lord 3 And likewiſe confidering how many breaches 
have been upon their part , Doth Declare the ſame to be voyd And that his 
Majeſty is abfolved therefrom ; being truly forry that he ſhould have ſoughr 
unto ſo unlawful help for reſtoring of him to his Throne, and reſolving tor 
the time to come ,. rather to chooſe affliction- then ſin. 

HE. As his Majefty did inthe late Freaty wita his people in this king= 
-dom agree to recall and annul all Commiſſions againſt any of his Subjects » 
who did adhere to the Covenant, and Monarchical Government inany of his 
Kingdomes ; ſo doth. he now Declare, that, by commiſſionating. of ſome 
Perſons by Sea , againſt the people of England » he did not intend damnage, 
or injurie rohis oppreſt and harmleffe Subjects in that kingdom, who follow 
thetrtrade of Merchandiſe in their lawful callings , but only the oppoſing 
and ſuppreſfling of thoſe who had uſurped the goyernment,and nor only barre 
him from his juſt right, butalſo exerciſe an arbitrary power over his people, 
in thoſe things which concern their perſons ,: conſciences and eſtates: And 
as ſince his coming into Scozland,, he hath given no Commiſſions againſt any 
of his Subjects in England or Ireland , ſo he doth hereby Afſure and Declare, 
that he will give-none to their prejudice or damnage , and whatever ſhall be 
the wrongs of theſe uſurpers , that he will beeſo farre from avenging theſe 
upon any -who are free thereof, by interrupting and ſtoping the liberty of 
trade and Merchandize or otherwiſe. that: he will feek their good, and to 
the utmoſt imploy his Royal power. , that they may be protected and. detend- 
ed againſt the unjuft viotence'of all men whatſoever. Andalbeirt his Majeſty 
defireth to conſtrutwellofthe intentions of thoſe (in reference to his Mae 
Jeſty > who have beenaCtivein-Ceunſe} or Arms againſt the Covenant ;' Yet 
being convinced thatit doth. conduce forthe honour of God ,. the good of 
his cauſe , and his own honour and happineſle ,; and for the peace and ſafety 
of theſe Kingdoms , ' that ſvch be:not 1mployedin places of power and truſt, 


He doth Declare that he willnot-1mplay;. oy give Commiſſions toany ſuch,

until they have not only taken or renewed the Covenanc , but alſo have gi- 
yen ſafficient evidences of their integrity, carriage» andaffeQion to-the work 
of Reformation , and ſhall be declared capable of truſt by the Parliament 
of either Kingdom reſpective : And his Majeſty upon the ſame grounds , 
.doth hereby recal all Commiſtions given toany ſuch Perſons ;  conceiving all 
ſuch Perſons will ſomuch tender agood underftanding betwixt him and his 
ſabjeds. and the ſetling and preſerving a firme peace in theſe Kingdoms , 
that they will not grudge nor repine at is Majefttes reſolutions and proceed- 
ings herein , much leſsupen diſconrentaGt any thing in adivided way unto 
the raiſing of new troubles ; .eſpecially fince upon their pious and good des 
porrment , there is a regrefle left unto them in manner above expreſſed. 

And as his Majeſty hath given farisfaQtion to the juſt and neceſſary deſires 
of the Kirk and Kingdom of Scotland , So doth he hereby Afſare-and De- 
clare that he is no leſſe willing and defirousto give ſatisfaction to the juſt and 
neceſſary defires of his good ſubjeRs in England and Ireland; and in token 
rhereof, ifthe Houſes of Parliament of England , fitting in freedome ſhall 
think fit to preſent unto him , the propoſitions of peace pope by both 
Kingdomes, he wil not only accord totheſame, and ſuch alterations there- 
anent asthe Houſes of Parliament in regard of the conſtitution of affaires , 
. and the good of his Majeſtie and his Kingdomes ſhall judge neceſſary , bur 
do what 1s further necefſarie , for proſecuting the ends ot the Solemne Lea- 
gueand Covenant , eſpecially in thote things which concerne the-Reform= 
tionof the Church of England in Dodrine Worſhip , Diſcipline > and Go- 
yernment ; that not onely the dire&ory of worſhip , the Confeſſion of Faith 
and Catechiſme , bur alſo the propofitions and diretory for-Church Go- 
vernment accorded upon by the Synod of Divines at Weſtminſter may be ſetl- 
ed , and that the Church of Exgland may enjoy the full hberty and free” 3ra 
of all Aﬀembliesand power of Kirk cenſures, and of all the ordinances of 
Feſus Chrift according to the rule of his own word , .and that whatſoever is 
commanded bythe God of Heaven , may be.diligently done for the houſe of 
the God of Heaven. And whatever heretofore hath been the ſuggeſtions of 
ſome to him, to render-his Majeſty jealous of his Parliament , and of the 
ſervants of G6d ; yet as he hath declared thatin Sco:l md he will hearken 
ro their Counſel , arid follow their advice in thoſe _— that concern that 
Kingdom and Kirk; Sodoth he alſo Declare his firm reſolution ro mannage 
the Government of the Kingdom of England, by rhe advice of his Parlia- 
ment , conſiſting of an Houſe of Lords,and of an Houſe of Commons there, 
and in thoſe things that concern Retigion to preferre the counſels: of the Mie 
niſters of the Goipel, to all other Counſels whatſoever 3 And that all the 
world may ſee how much he tenders the ſafety of his people , and how pre= 
cioustheir blood is in his ſight , and how deſirous he 1s to recover his Crown 
and Governiment in England by peaceable means , as he doth eſteem the'ſer- 
vice of thoſe who firſt engaged in the Covenant, & have ſince that time faith- 
fully followed the dolls hergot , 10 be duty to God, and Loyalcy ro him;

good acauſe, inſuchanexigent > Whereas if they gather themſelves, and 
trke courage , putting on a reſolntion anſwerabletoſonoble andjuſt an en»: 
terpriſe , they ſhall honour God, and gain themſelves the reputation of pi- 
ous men » whorthy Patriots, and loyal Subjects, and be called the repai- 
rers of the breach, by the preſent andſucceeding generations 3 and they may 


certainly premiſe re themſclves a bleſſing from God upon ſo juſtand h vous 
rable- 


rableundertakingfor the Lord and for his cauſe, their 6wn liberties , their 
native King and country , and theunvaluable good and happineſle of the pe= 
ſterity. What ever hath formecly been his Majeſties guilrineffe before God, 
and the bad ſucceſle that theſe have had who owned his affairs » whilſt he 
ſtood in oppoſition to the work of God, yet the ſtate of the queſtion being 
now altered , and his Majeſty having obtained mercy to be on Gods fide, 8& 
to preferre Gods intereſt before his own, he hopes that the Lord will be gra- 
cious and countenance his-own cauſe, inthe hands ef wek and finful initru- 
ments againſt all enemies whatſoever. This1s all that can be ſaid by his Ma- 
jeſty arpreſentto theſe in England and Ireland at ſuch a diſtance : And as they 
ſhall acquit themſelves at this time in ative diſcharge of their neceſſary duti- 
es, ſolhall they. be accepted before God , endeared to his Majeſty , and 
their names had in remembrance throughout the World.

he buſinefle, you are about this day » is not unlike. You are to inveſt a 
young King in the Throne, ina very troubleſome time z and wicked men 
have riſen up » and uſurped theKingdome, and put ro death the late King 
moſt unnaturally. The like motives ſeeme to have prevailed with them. 
I. Theſe men by falſhood and diflimulation have gotten power 1n their 
hands, which to them is ſo ſweer, that they are unwilling to part with it : 
Andbecauſe theKing and his feed ſtood in their way, they have made away 
the King , anddiſinherited his children , that the ſole power might be in 
their hand. 2. They have a number of damnable errours , and a falſe wor- 
ſhip toſet up, and intend to take away the Ordinances of CHRIST, & 
Governement of His Kirk. All this cannot be done, unleſle they have the 
ſole power in their hand ; and this they cannor have, till the King and' his 
poſterity be cut off.

2. They crowned the young King , to endeare the peoples affections to their 
own native Prince, andto alienate their hearts from her, that had uſurped 
the Kingdome. Itthey had delayed , the king being known to be preſerv- 
ed, it _ have brought on, yoronly compliance with her , but alſo ſub- 
jeRion to her Government, by reſting init, and being content to lay aſide 
the righteous heire of the Crown. | 

Theſame is obſerved in our caſe, 8& many wonder that you ſhould crowne 
the King ina dangerous time, when the uſurpers have ſuch power in the Land. 
The ſame reaſons may ſerve to anſwer for your doing. 1. Itis ur neceſlary 
duty to crowne the King upon all hazards, 8 to leave the ſuccefle to GOD. 


2. It appeareth now, it hath been'too long delayed, Delay is dangerous, be- 
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cauſe of the compliance of ſome, and treachery of others. If it ſhall be de- 
layed longer, it is to be feared thar the moſt part ſhall fit downe under the ſha- 
dow of the Bramble, the deſtroying uſurpers. | 

IT come to the particular handling ofthe preſent Text, and to ſpeake from 
1t to the preſent time. I have read the 12, and 17. verſ. becauſe of theſe two 
whick' meer together , the crowning ofa King, and his renewing the Cove- 
nant, Amonglt many particulars, which may be handled from the Text, [ 
ſhall confine my ſelfe to theſe five. ' 1. The Crown , He put the Crown upon 
bis head. 2. The Teſtimony , Hegave him the Teftimony. 3. The anointing 
They anointed him. Theſe three are in the 12. verſ. As for that which is ſpoken 
of the peoples joys weſhall give itatouch, when we come to the peoples du- 
ty.

ſer. on Davids Crown ; and therefore it was ſettled, notwithſtanding of 
many troubles. Men may ſet on Crownes , and they may be thrown off a« 
gain: Bur when GOD ſetteth them on, they will be faſt. Enemies have 
touched the Crown of our King, and caſten 1t off, in the other Kingdome , 
and have made it totter inthis Kingdome: Both the King>who is to be crown- 
ed and you who are tocrowne him, ſhould deale earneſtly with GO D, 
to ſet the Crown on the Kings head , andto Keep it on againſt all the come 
motions of this cruel generation. ; 

2. A King ſhould eſteem more of the People he reigneth over, then of 
his Crowne. Kings uſe tobe ſo taken up with their crownes » that they 
deſpiſe their people. I would have a king following CHRIST, King of his 
People , who ſayes of them, Iſa. 62: 3. Thou ſhals be a Crowne of glory in the 
hand ofthe LORD, and a Royal Diademein the hand of thy GOD. CHRIST 
accounteth His people his Crown and Diademe ; So ſhoulda King efteeme 
the people of the LORD , over whom he ruleth , to be his Crowne and Dia- 
deme. Take away the people , .anda Crown is but an empty ſymbole, 

3- A King, when he getteth his Crown on his-head , ſhould think at the 
beſt, itis but a fading Crowne. All the Crowns .of Kings are-butt fading 
Crownes ; Therefore they ſhould have an eye upon that:Crown 6f plory that 
faderh not away , 1 Pet. 5.4. And upon a Kingdome that cannot be ſhakey, Hebr. 
12.28. That Crowne and Kingdom belongeth not to Kings as Kings, but un. 
to believers z and a believing King hath this comfort , that when he. bath en- 
dured awhile, and been tryed, he ſhall receive the Crowne of Life, which the LORD 
hath promiſed to them that love Him. | | 

T he ſecond thingin this Solemnity , 1s the Teflimony , 'by this is meant 
the Law of GOD, ſo called, becaule it reftifieth of the Minde and Will of 
GOD. Irwas commanded Der. 17.18, 19. When the King ſhall {it upon 
the Throne of his Kingdome , he [hall write him a Copie of the Book of the Law 
and it ſhall be with him, that he may reads therein all the dayes of his life. The King 
ſhould have the Teftimony for theſe three maine uſes. | 

1. For his information in the wayes of GOD Deut 17. r9, This uſe of the 
Kings having the Book of the Law is expreſſed , that he may learne to feare the 
LORD his GOD. The reading of other books may do a King good for 
Government; but no book will teach him the way to falyation, bur the Book 
of GOD. CHRIST biddeth Search the Scriptures , for in them ye think ts hate 
eternal life , and they teſtifie of Mey Fohn. 5. 39, Heis a Bleſſed man who medj- 
rateth in the Law of the LORD day andnight, Pſal. 1: 1,2, King David was 
well acquainted herewith, as appeareth P/. I19. Kings ſhould be well ex- 
erciſed in Scripture, It ts reported of Alphonſms King of Arragon , that he 
did read the Bible fourteen times , with gloſles, thereupon, I re-_ 
commend tothe King , to take ſome houres for reading holy Scripture 5

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Te will be a good meane to make him acquaint with GODS Mind, and with 
CHRIST a Saviour. 

2. For his direftion in Goyerriement , Kings reade bookes that they may 
learne to governe well, which F condemne not, but all the bookes a King. 
can reade , will not make him governe to pleaſe GGD, as this Booke. I 
know nothing that is good in Government, buta King may learne it out of 
the Book of GOD. For this cauſe Toſhuais commanded Ioſh. 1.8. That the 
Booke of the Law ſhall not depart out of his mouth ; and he is Commanded to Doe 
according to all that is written therem., He ſhould not onlie doe himſelf that 
which is writtenin it, but doe ,- and governe his people according toall that 
1s written in it. Ring Datsd knew this uſe of the Teſtimony, who ſayd, 
P/alm x19. 24. Thy Teflimonies are my delight , and my Counſellours. The beſt 
Counſels thateyer a King getreth , are in the Book of GOD : Yeathe Teftie 
monies are the beſt an fureſt Counſellours 3 Becauſe although a Kings 
Counſellours be never fo wiſe and truſtie , yet they uſe not to be {o free with 
a King as they ought : But the Scriprures will tell Kings very freely both 
their finne and their duety. | 

3. For preſervation and cuſtody. The King is Cuftos utrinſque Tabule, 3; 
the keeper of beth Tables. Not that he ſhould take upon him the power ei- 
ther to dispenſe the Word of GOD. or to diſpenſe withirt : Bur that he 
ſhould preſerve the Wordof GOD, and true Religion according to the 
Wordof GOD, pure, intier,'and uncorupted , within his Dominions , 
and tranſmit them {ſo to poſteritie; Andalſo be careful to ſee his Subjetts obe 
ſerve both Tables , and to puniſh the rranſgreſſours of the ſame. 

The third thing in this Solemnitieis the anoinring ofrhe King. The anointe }IT, 

ing ofKingswas notabſolutly neceſſarie under theOld Teſtamentzfor we read 
| Not thatall the Kings of Judah & Iſrael were anointed. The Hebrewes obſerve 
that oninting of Kings was uſed in three caſes : 1. Whenthe firſt of a Familie 
was madeKing , as Saul , David, 2. When there was a queſtion for the 
Crowne, as in the caſe of Solomon and Adonijah. ' 3. When there was an in- 
terruption of the Lawful ſucceſſion by uſurpation, as in the caſe of loaſh there 
is an Interruption by the uſurpation of cAthaliah ; therefore he is anointed. 

If this Obſervation holde-, as it is probable, then it: was not abſolutely 
neceſſarie under the Old Teftament; and therefore farre leſſe under the 
New. | | | 7 

Becauſe it may be ſaid ,: That in our caſe thereis an interruption:, by uſur- 
pation , let it beconſidered; that the Anointing under the Old Teftamens 
was tipical. Although all Kings were nor tipes of CHRIST, yet the 
Anointing of Kings, Prieſts and Prophets, was tipical of CHRIST, 
and His, Offices: Bur CHRIST, being now come, all theſe Ceremo- 
nies ceafle. ' And therefore the Anointing of. Kings » ought not to be uſed 
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King was anointed with oile. It may be replyed , they who uſed it under the 
New Teftament tooke it from the Iewes , without warrand. It was moſt in uſe 
with the Biſhops of Rome, who to keep Kings & Emperoures ſubject ro theme 


ſelves , did ſweare them to the Pope , when they were anointed , (and yet 


the Iewiſh Prieſts did never ſweare Kings to themſelves ) As for England , al- 
though the Pope was caſten off, vet the ſubjeCtion of Kings to Biſhips was ſtill 

retained,for they anointed the King and ſware him to the maintenance of their 

prelatical dignitie. They are here who were witneſſes at the Coronation of the 
late King, The Biſhops behoved to performe that rite, and the King behoy- 
edto be ſworne to them. But now by the Blefling of GO O Poperie and 
Prelacie are removed. The Biſhops as limmes of Anichriſt ,' are pur to the 

doore 3 letthe Anointing of Kings with oile go to the doore with them , & 

Jet them, never come 1n againe, 

 Theanointing with material oile, maketh nota King the Anointed of the 

LORD, forhe is ſo without it, He is the Anointed of the LOR 1D, who 
by Divine Ordinance, and appointmentis a King Iſai. 45. x GOD calleth 

Cirzs his anointed , yer we read not that he was anointed with ojle. Kings 

are the Anointed of the LORD , becauſe by the Ordinance of the LOR !5, 
their authority is ſacred and inviolable. It 1s enough for us to have the thing 
though we want the Ceremonie, which being is aſide, I will give ſome 
Obſervations of the thing. 

r. A King, beingthe LORDS anointed, ſhould be thinking upon a 
betcerunCtion , even thar Spiritual Union wherewith Believers are anoint- 
ed, which you have, 1 Fohn, 2. 27, The anointing ye have receaved of him abideth 
inyou; And 2 Cor. 1.21. Hethat bath anointed ms, is GOD , whobaih alſo 
5 ws us, This anointing 1s not proper to kings, but Common to Believers, 

ew kings are ſoanointed. A King ſhould ſtrive to be a good Chriſtian , 8 
then a good King: Theanointing with Grace» is better then the anointin 

wirh- otle. It isof more worth fora King to be the Anointed of the LOR D 
with Grace, thento be the greateſt Monarch of the word , without it. 

2, This anointing may puta King in minde of the gifts wherewith kings 
ſhould be endued , for difcharge of their Royal Calling. For anoint=- 
ing did ſtgnifie the gifts of Office, Iris ſaid of Saul, when he was anointed 
King , I Sam, Io. 9. GOD gave him another heart ( And Cape 11-6. The Spi- 
rit of GOD came upon him , Tt is meant , of a heart for his Calling , andaſpt- 
rit of abilitie for Governement. lt ſhould be our deſire this day, That our 
King may have a ſpiritfor his Calling; as the Spirit of Wiſdome, Fortitude, 
Juſtice, and other Princely Enduements.. 

3. This anointing may put Subjects in minde of the Sacrednes of the Aus 
thoritie of a King. He ſhould be reſpeted, as the LOR Ds anointed. 
There are diyerſe (orts of Perſons; that are enemiesto the Authoritie of kings5 

As 1. Anabaptiſts, who deny there ſhould be kings in-the New Teflament. 


They will have no King; nor Civile Magiſtrate. 2; 'The lare Photinians, who: 


tpcake reſpecttiullic of kings, and Magiſtratesz bue-they-rake away from _ 
1 eir: 
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their power, and the exerciſeof it in the adminiſtation of Juſtice, z. Theſe 
who riſe againſt kings in open Rebellion, as Abſalom ana Sheba, who ſaid, 
What have weto do with David , the ſonneof Teſſe? to your tentes , O Ijrael. 
4. They who doe not rebel openlie , yet they deſpiſea King in their heart, 
like theſe ſonnes of Belial, x Sam. Io. laſt. Who ſaid of Saul after he was ano- 
intedKing, Shalthis man ſave usdAnd they deſpiſed him,and brought him noPreſents. 

All theſe meetin our preſent age. I. Anabaptiſts who are againſt the being 
of kings, are very rife, You may find, toour rex griefe, a great number 
of them in that Army that hath injuſtly 3nyaded the Land, who have trampled 
upon the Authority of kings- 2, There are alſo of the ſecond ſort , who 
are ſecretly Photinians in this point , They allow of kings in prefeſſion; bur 


_ they are againſt the exerciſe of their power in the adminiſtration of Juſtice,

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3. A third ſortare in open Rebellion, even all that generation , which are 
riſen up not only againſt the Perſon of a King; buragainſt kingly govyerne- 
ment. 4, Thereisa fourth , who profeſfe they acknowledge a King; but 
deipife him in their heart , ſaying , Shall this man ſave us > T with all had Da- 
vids tendernefle , whoſe heart did ſmite him, when he did but cur off thg 
lap of Sauls Garment, that we may be farre from cutting offa lap of thar juſt 
powerand greatnefſe , which G OD hath allowed to the King , and we 
have bound our {elves by Covenant not to diminiſh. | 

I have gone through the three particulars contained in the 12, verſ. I come 
to the other twoin the 17. verſ. which appertaine alſo to this dayes Work; 
For our King is not only to be crownd ; but to renew a COVENANT with 
GOD , and His People ; and to make a Covenant with the people, Anſwee 
rable hereto there is a twofolde Covenant inthe words, One betweene GOD, 
and the King, and the people : GOD being the one partie ; the King and 
the people the other. Another betweene the King , and the people, The 
King being the one partie 3 the people the other. | 

The Covenant with GOD, is the fourth particular propounded, to be ſpos 


ken of. The ſumme of this Covenant, ye may find 2 Kng. 23. 3. in Toffah his re-IV. 


newing the Covenant, to walke after theL ORD,aud keep His Commandment: @ Te- 


ftimonees with all the heart, & to performe the words ofthe Covenant. The renewing 


of the Covenant was after a great defection fromGODEthe ſetting up ofafalle 
Worſhip. TheKing andpeople of God, bound themſelves before the LORD, 
to ſet up the erue Worſhip , and toaboliſh the falſe, Scotland hath a Preference 
in this before other Nations. In time of DefeGion » they have renewed a 
Covenant with GOD , to reforme all; And becauſe the King after a great 
Defectionin that familie, is to renew the Covenant, I ſhall mention ſome par- 
ticulars from the League and Covenant. 

I. Weare bound to mainraine the zrue Reformed Religion, in Droftiine, Wor- 


| ſhip,Diſcipline, and Government, eſtabliſhed in this kingdom» and'to endea- 


vour the Reformation of Religion in the other two kingdoms , according to 
the Word of GOD, and theexample of the beſt Reformed Kirks. By this 
Article the King is obliedged, not only to ON Religionas is eſta _ 
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ed in Scotland, but alſo toendeavou. the Reformation of Religion in his other 

kingdoms. The King would conſider well, when it ſhall pleaſe GOD to 

reſtor him to his Governement there , that he is bound to endevour the efta- 

— of the Work of Reformation there, as well as to maintaine it 
ere. 


2. According to the ſecond Article » the King is bound without reſpe& 


| of Perſons , to extirpate Poperie , Prelacie , Superſtition , Herefie., Schiſme, & 


Prophaneneſſe , and whatſoever ſhall be found contrarie to ſound Dottrine, 
and the power of godlineſſe. And therefore Poperie is not to be ſuffered in 
the Royal Familie', nor within his Dominions ; Prelacie once plucked up by 
the root, 1s notre be permitted to take root againe ; All Herefie and Errour 
whatſoever muſt be oppoſed by him , tothe uttermoſt of his power, and by 
the Covenant the King mult bee farre from zolerarion of any falſe Religion with- 
in his Dominions. 

3. Asthe people are bound to maintaine the kings perſon and Authoritie ; 
in the maintenance of the true Religion , and Liberties of the kingdom : So 
the king is bound with them, to maintaine the Rights and Priviledges of 
the Parlsament and Liberties of the Subjects,according to the third Article. 

4. Weare bound to diſcover , and to bring unto. condigne puniſhment , 
all ſuchas have been , or ſhall be , Incendiaries , Maligantes , or evil mftru= 
ments, in hindering the Reformation of Religion; dividing rhe king from the 
people, orone of the kingdomes from another or making any faction , or 
parties amongſt the people, Hereby the king is bound to have an eye upon 
ſuch , and neither allow of them , nor comply with them ; bur to concurre 
according to his power to have them cenſured and puniſhed , as is expreſſed ; 
in the fourth Article. 

I ſhall ſumme up all inthis , thata king entering in Covenant with GOD, 
fhould- do as kings did of Olde, whenthey entred in Covenant 3 they and 
zheir people went on in the work of Reformation, as appeareth here, v. 18. 
And all the people of the land , went intothe houſe of Baal , and brake it downe, 8c. 
And godly Fofiah', wnen he entered in Covenant , made a thorow Reforma- 
tion. Thereisa fourfold Reformarion in Sctipture , and contained in the 
Leagueand Covenant. 1. A perſonal Reformetion, 2. A Familie Refor- | 
mation. 3. A Reformation of Judicatories. 4, A Reformation of the 
whole land. Kings have had their hand 1n all the foure ; and therefore I re- | 
commend them to our King. 

I. A perſonal Reformation. A King ſhould reforme his owne life , that 
he may be a Patrerne of Godlinefie' to others ; and to this he is tyed by the 
Covenants. The Godly Reformers of Fudah, were pious and Religious mens. 
A King ſhould not follow Machtavel his counſel , who requireth not that a 
Prince ſhouldbe truely Religious, but ſayeth,that a ſhadow of it, and external 
fimulation,are ſuffi:ient a devith counſel & it is juſt with GOD.to bring a king 
to the ſhadow ofa kingdom, who hath but the Shadow of Religion. We know, 
diſſcmbling kings have been puniſhed of GOD; And let our king cds” 
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that no king , but a Religious king , can pleaſe GOD. David is highly com- 
mended for Godlinefſe, Hezekiab a man eminent tor Piery; Joftab , a young 
King , commended for the tendernefle of his heart , when he heard the Law 


of the LORD read ; He was much troubled before rhe LORD, whenhe -- 


heard the judgements threatned againſt his fathers houſe , and his people. It 
1s earneſtly wiſhed , that our kings heart may be tender, and be truely hum- 
bled before the LORD, for the finnes of his fathers houſe , of the land, & 
for the many evils that are upon that familie , and upon the kingdom. 

2, AFamily Reformation-The king ſhould reforme his Family, after the ex- 
ample of Godly kings. 454 when he entred in Covenanz, ſpared not his mothers 
Jdolatrie, The houſe of our king hath been much defiled by Idolatrie. The king 
1s now in Covenant,& to renew the Covenant; Let the Royal Family be reform- 
ed andrhat it may bea Religious Family, wherein GOD will have pleaſure, let 
it be purged not only of Idolatry, but of prophanitie and looſnefſe, which hath 
abounded in it. Much hath been ſpoken of this matter ; bur little hath been 


' done init. Let the king&others,who have charge in thatFamily,think it lyeth 


upon them,as a duety,to purge it. And if ye would have aFamily well purged, 
& conſtitute take David for a Patterne, in the purgation &conſtitution of his, 
The froward heart,wicked perſons,& ſlanderers,he will have farre from him: Pſ;to1, 
But his eyes are upon the faithful of the land , that they may dwell with him, It there 
be a man better thenauother in the land , he ſhould be for the king , and his 
Family: Ye may extend this Reformation to the Court, A prophane Courr, 
is dangerous fora King, ithath been oblervedas a provoking finne in En 
gland , which hath drawne down judgementupon king and Court , asappea- 
reth this day. It istobe wiſhed, that ſuch were in the Court as David ſpea- 
keth of in that Pſalm. Letthe king ſee toit, and reſolve witly David Pſalm. 
Ia1.9%. That He who worketh deceat , ſhall not dwell within his houſe z and he who 
zelleth lies , ſhall net tarrie in his ſight. | 

3.. Reformation I JOG It would be carefully ſeen to , that Tu- 
dicatories be reformed ; and that men fearing GOD , and hating Coverorſ- 
eſſe, may be placed inthem. A King in COVENANT ſhould do, as 
Fehoſhaphat did, 2 Chron. 19.5, 6, 7. He ſet Fudpes in the Land, and ſayd, Take 
beed what yedo ; ye judge not for men , but for the LORD, whois with you in 
judgement : Wherefore now ler the feare of the LO RD bebeforeyou, &c. 

4. The Reformationof. the whole Land. The Rings eye ſhould be upon 
it - 2 Chron. 19. 4: Fehoſhaphat went out thorow the people , from Berſheba , to 
mount Ephraim ; and brought them back to the LORD GOD of they Fathers. 
Our Land hath great need of Reformation; for there 1s apart of it , that 


' hath ſcarce ever yet found the benefite of Reformation , they are Iying with- 


out the Goſpel. At will be a good work fora Covenanted King , to havea care 
that the Goſpel may he preached thorow the whole Land. . Care alſo would. . 

be taken that they who have the Goſpel , may live ſuteably thereto. 
If a King would be a through Reformer , he muſt. be reformed: himſelf; 
otherwayes he will never lay Reformation to heart, To makea King a good: 
C7. Reforme?, ' , 
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Reformer, I wiſh him theſe qualifications according to the Teuth , and 11 
fincerity , wherewnth they report Tr4janthe Emperour, to have been endued 
He was 1. Deyote at home. Couragious in warre, 3. Juſt in his Judica« 
tures. 4. Prudent in all his affaires. True Pretie, Fortitude , Juftice and 
" Prudencie, are notable qualifications ina Prince, who would reforme a King- 
dom, and'reforme well. : 

I come now to the fifth and laſt particular , and that is the Covenant mads 
between the King and the People. Whena King is crowned, and received 
by the People, there is a Covenant or mutual Contract , between him and 
thzms containing conditions, mutually to be obſerved. Time will not ſuf. 
fer to inſiſt upon many particulars , L ſhall only lay before You three. v1. It 
is cleare from this Coyenant , that a king hath not abſolute power to do 
whar he pleaſeth, he is tyed to Conditions , by vertue of a Covenant, 
2, It iscleare from this Covenant, thata people are bound to obey their king 
inthe LORD. 3. I ſhall preſent the king with ſome directions , for the 
right government of the people , who are bound to obey. | 

I. Itis cleare, thar the Kings power is not abſolute, as King: and flattering 
Courtiours apprehend; a Kings powerisa limited power, by this Covenant. 
And there is athreefold limitation of che Kings power. 

I. Inregatd of ſubordination. There-is powerabove his, even GODS 

ower , whom he is oblidged ro obey; and ro whom he muſt gLVEC AN AC= 
compt of his adminiſtration. Ye heard Yeſterday , that rext By me Kings 
reigne, Prov. 8: 15. Kings have not only their Crowns fromGod;bur they muſt 
reigne according to his will , which 1s cleare from Rom. 13 4. Heis called 
The Miniflerof GO D. Heisbut GODS Servant. I need not ſtay upon 
this. Kings, andall others, willacknowledge this limitation. | 
. 2. Inregardof Lawes. A King1s ſworn at his Coronation, to rule ac- 
cording to the ſtanding , received la asof the kingdom. The Laws he is 
ſwornto, limite him that he can not do againſt them, without a ſinful breach 
of this Covenant , between the King and the People. 
. In regard of Government. The total government is not upon 3 king, 
Ke hath Couſellours , a Parliament , or Eſtates , in the Land , whoſharejn 
the burthen of Government. No king should have the ſole Government. 
It was never the minde of theſe, who received a king to rule them . to lay all 
Goyernment upon him , to do what he pleaſeth , without controlement. 
There is no man able alone to governe all. The kingdome ſhould nor lay 
that upon one man , who may eaſily miſcarrie. The Eitates of the Land z are 
bound in this Contract , ro beare a burthen with him. 

Theſe men who have flattered kings , to take unto themſelves an abſolute 
ower, to do what they pleaſe , have wronged kings and kingdoms. It had 
een good that Kings of late , had carried themſelves ſo, as this queſtion-of 

kings power , might never have.come in debate : For they hav been great 
lool ex s thereby. Kingsare very defirous to have things ſpoken and written 
to hold up their arbitrary and unlimited power ; but that way doth exceed- 
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ingly wrong them. There is one, a learned man, Tconfefſe ; who harh 
written a book , for the maintenance of the abſolute power of kings: called 
Defenſio Regia, whereby he hath wronged himſelf in his reputation, and the 
king in his government. As for the fatin taking away the life of the late 
king (whatever was GODS TJufticein it) Ido agree with him tocondemne 
it, asa moſt unjult and horrid fa&t , upon their part who did it : But when 
he cometi to ſpeak ofthe power of kings in giving unts them an abſolute and 
illLnuted power, urging the damnable Maxime , Qu-d Libet Licet , he will 
havea king to do what he pleaſ:thimpune , and without controlement. In. 
this I cannor but diſſent from him. 

In regard of Subordination , ſome ay ; That a king is comptableto none 
but GO 5. vVowhathewill , let GOD take order with it; this leadeth 
kings to .Atheiſme , letthem do what they pleaſe, and take GOD in their 
own hand: Inregard of Lawes, they teach nothing to kings , but Tyranny: 
And in regard of Government , they teach a king to take an Arbitrary power 
tohimfelf, tro do what he pleaſeth without controlement. How dangerous 
this hath been to kings. is cleare by ſad experience. Abuſe of Pever, and 
«Arbitrary Government , hath been one of GODS grear Controverſies , with 
our Kings Predeceffours, GOD in His Juſtice, becauſe Power hath been 
abuſed, hathchrown it out of their hands : And I mav confidently ſay , that” 
GODS - Controverſte with the kings of the earth , is for arbitrary and tyranni- 
cal Governnent. 

Itis good for our king to l-arne to be wiſe in time ;:and know that he re-- 
ceiveth this day a power to nverns 5-but a power limited by contract ; and 
theſe conditions he 1s bound by Oath, to ſtand to. Kings are deceived,who + 
think , thar the people are ordained for the King ; and not the king for the: 
people, The Scripture ſhoweth the contrary , Rom. 14. 4. The king 1s the: 

 Minifter of God , for the Peoples good. . GO D will nor have a king in an ar- 
bitrary way , to encroach upon the poſſeflion of Subjets. Exek. 45. 7,8. A 
portion is appointed for the Prince. Anditis ſaid , My Princes ſhall no more oÞ- 
preſſe my People; and the reſt of the Land , ſhall b: gite unto the houſe of Iſrael , ac=- 
cording to their tribes, The king hath his diſtin Poſſeſſions and Revenewes - 
from the People ; he muſt not oppreſſe., and do whar- he pleaſerh , there 
muſt be no tyranny upon the throne. | 

I defire notto*ſpeak much of this ſubject, . Men have beervery tender in! 
medling with the power of kings ; yet ſeeing rheſe dayes have brought forth - 
debates concerning the power of kings. it will be neceflary to be cleare in 
the matter. Extremities would be ſhunned.. A king ſhould keep within : 
the bounds of the Covenant made with the People , 1n the exerciſe of his - 
power; And ſubjets would keep within the bounds: of this Covenints 1n-: 
regulating tharpower.. Concerning the laſt .. I ſhall propound theie three, 
to your confideration... | pe : | 

I.. A king abuſing his power ,-to the overthrow of Religion, Lawes and 


Liberties , which are the-very Fundamentals of this Contra and Covenant - 
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may be controled and oppoſed ; And if he ſet himſelf to overthrow all theſ 
by Armes , then they who have power, as the Eſtates ofa Land , may and 
ought to reſiſt by Armes : Becauſe he doth , by that oppoſition , break the 
very bonds, and overthrowethall the eſſentials of this Contra and Cove- 
nant. This may ſerve to uſtifie the proceedings of this Kingdom againſt the 
late King, whoin an hoſtile way ſet himſelf, to overthrow Religion, Par- 
liaments , Lawes and Liberties. | 

2. Every breach of Covenant, wherein a king falleth after he hath enter- 
ed in Coyenant, doth not diſſolve the bond of the Covenant. Neither ſhould 
Subjects lay aſide a king , forevery breach , except the breaches be ſuch as 
overthrow the fundamentals of the Covenant with the People. Many exem- 
ples of this may be brought from Scripture. TIfhall give but one. King /4ſa 
entered ſolemnly in Covenant with GOD, and the People , 2 Chronicl, 15. 
After that, he fallethin groſle tranſgreſlions and breaches , 2 Chronicl, 16. 
He aſſociate himſelf and entered in League with Benhadad , king of Syria, an 
Tdelater > He impriſoned Hanani, the LORDS Prophet , whoreproveth 
him, and threatned judgment againſt that aſſociation; And, at that ſame 
time , he oppreſſed ſome ofthe People: And yet, forall this , they neither 
lay him afide, nor compt himan hypocrite. 

3. Private perſons , ſhould be very circumſpect, about that which they de 
in relation to the authority of kings: Irt is very dangerous , for private men, 
ro medle with the power of kings, and the ſuſpending of them from the ex- 
exerciſe thereof. I do ingenuouſly confeſſe , that I finde no example of it. 
The Prophets taught not ſuch doctrine to their People , nor the Apoſtles » 
nor the reformed Kirks. Have ever private men , Paſtours or Proteſſours . 
given into the Eſtates of a Land as their judgement , unto which they reſolve 
to adhere , that a king ſhould be ſuſpended from the exerciſe of his power, 
And if we look upon theſe godly Paſtors, wholivedin King JAMES his 
time , of whom one may truely ſay , more faithful Men lived nor in theſe laſt 
times 3 For they ſpared not to tell the King his faults, to his face: Yea . 
ſome of them ſuffered perſecution for their honeſtie and freedome: Yet we 
never read, nor have heard , that any of theſe godly Paſtours joyned with 
other private men , did ever remonftrate to Parliament, or Eſtate, as their 
judgement, that the King ſhould be ſuſpended from the exerciſe ofhis Royal 
Power. 

H. Iris cleare from this Covenant , that People ſhould obey their King in 
the LORD : Foras the King is bound by the Covenant, to make uſe of 
his power» to their good ; So they are bound to obey himin the LORD, in 
the exerciſe of that power. About the Peoples duty to the King, take theſe 
four Obſervations. 

r. That the obedience of the people; is in ſubordination to GOD; for 
andCovenant 1s firſt with GOD, andthen with the King. If a King com- 
mand any thing contrary tothe Will of GOD; [nthis caſe Peter ſaith, Te 
is better to obey GO D, then man, There is a line drawn from GOD tothe peo- ' 
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ple , they are loweſt in the line 3 and have Magiſtrates inferiour , and ſu- 
preme above chem , and GOD aboveall. When the King commandettr 
the people that which is lawful., and commanded by GOD, then he ſhould 
be obeyed ; Becauſe he ſtandeth in the right line under GOD , who hath 
put him inhis place. Butif he comming that which is unJawful , and for- 
bidden of GOD 3 in that he ſhould nor be obeyed tro do it; becauſe he ts 
out of his line. Thata King is to be-obeyed with this ſubordination , 1s evi- 
dent from Scripture ; take one place forall, Rom. 13. Ar the beginning, 
ye haveboth obedience urged to ſuperiour powers, as the Ordinance of 
GOD , and damnation threatened againft theſe who refit the lawful 

. powers. 

; Itis ſaid by ſome, that many Miniſters in Scotland , will not haye King 
I E SUS, butKing CxarLes toreigne. Faithful menare wronged by 

uch ſpeaches. I do not underſtand theſe men; For if they think thara King 
and JESUS are inconſiſtent; then they will have no King : Bur I ſhall 
be far fromentertaining ſuch thoughts ofthem. 1f rhey think the doing a 
neceſſary duty for King Charles, is to preferre his Intereſtro CHRIST'S, 
this alſo is an errour. 'Honeſt Miniſters can very well diſcern between the 
Intereſt of CHRIST, and of the King. I know no Miniſter that ſerreth 
upKing CHARLES, with prejudicero CHRIST intereſt. 

There are three ſorts of perſons, who are not tobe allowed in relation to 
the Kings intereſt. t. Such as havenot been content tooppoſe aKing , in 
an evil courſe, (as they might lawfully do) But contrary to covenant, vowes, 
many declarations, have caſt off Kings, and kingly Government, Theſeare 
the Sefaries, 2. They who are ſo taken up witha King, as they preferre a 
Kings intereſt, to Cumi1srTs intereſt ; which was the fin of our Engagers. 
3. They who will have no duty done to a King , for fearof prejudging 
CHRisrTs intereſt. Theſe are to be allowed who urge dutytoaKing, in 
ſubordination to CxRis r. 

I ſhall defire that men be real , when they make mention of Crunis rs 
Intereſt 3 for theſe three mentioned , profeſſe and pretend the Intereſt 
of CurisT, The Sefaries cover their deſtroying of kings with Cunisrts 
intereſt ; whereunto indeed, they have had no reſpe&t . being Enemies to 
his kingdom, andexperience hath made it undeniable. The Engagersalledg- 
ed they werefor ChR1sSTs intereſt; but they miſplacedit. CunisTs; 
intereft ſhould have gone beforez but they drew it after the intereſt of a king 
which evidencedtheir want of due reſpeftto CurISTs intereſt. As for 
the third, who delay duety for fear of preferring the kings intereſt to CurisT, 
I ſhall not rake upon me to judge their intentions , I with they may have cha- 
rity to theſe , whothink they may do duety to a king in ſubordination to 
Cx RIsrT, yea thatthey ought and ſhould do duety , whatever mens fears 
be of the prejudice may follow. 

If to be againſt the ſuſpending of the king from the exerciſe of his power , 
and to be for the crowning of the king CIS to the publick ſaith = rhe 
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kingdoms , he firſt performing all that Kirk and State requireth of him in re- 
Htion to Religion, and Civile Liberties, If this be , I ſay, topreferre a 
kingto Cx nisrT, latall menthatare unbiafſed, bejudges in the caſe, We 
ſhall wellavow, that we crown a king in ſubordination to G OD », and his 
intereſt in ſubordination to CxrIsTs, which we judge, not only agreeable to- 
the Word of GOD; buralſo that weare bound expreſſely in the C O V E- 
NANT) to maintain the King,in the preſervation & defence of the true Reli- 
i  gion8& Liberties of the kingdom,&nort to diminiſh his juſt power8&greatneſle. 
2. 2. Thatthe Covenant between GOD and the king » and the pros: ; 
goeth before the Covenant between the king, &'the people ; which ſhow- 
eth , thata peoples entering Covenant with GOD , doeth nor leſſen their 
Obedience and allegiance ro the king z bur increaſſeth it , and maketh the 
Obedience firmer : Becauſe we are in Covenant with GOD, we ſhould 
the more obey a Covenanted king. Ir is a great errour to think, that aCove- 
nant diminifheth Obecience, it was ever thought Cumulative. And indeed 
true Religion layerh ſtrict tyes upon men, in doing of their duety Rom. 13. 
v5. We mutt needs be ſubjeF not only for wrath., but alſo for Conſcience ſake, A 
neceſlity to obey, is laid uponall. Many Subjects obey for wrath ; but the 

Godly obey for Conſcience ſake. 

3. Thata king Covenanted with GOD , ſhould be much reſpetted by his 
Subjets. They ſhould love him. There is an inbred affe&ton in the hearts: 
of the People to their kings 1n the 12. ver/. it is ſaid , Thatthe people clapped 
their hands for joy »- and ſaid, G O D ſave the King. They had no ſooner 
ſeene their Native king inſtalled in his kingdom , but they rejoiced ex- 
ceedingly , and faluted him with wiſhes of ſafety. Whatever be mens af 
teions , or reſpects this day , to our king , certainly it is a duery lying on 
us, both to pray for and rejoice in his 5rd The very end that GOD hath 
in givingus kings, maketh- thisclear, 1 Tim- 2, 1, 2, That we may live under 
them in Codlineſſ and bonefly : And therefore Prayers and Supplicattons , are 
to be made forall kings3- even tor theſe that are not in Covenant; much more 
for theſe tharare in Covenant. Yeare receaving this day a Crowned Coye- 
nanted king., pray for faving grace to him; and that GOD: would dehver 
him, and us , out-of the hand of theſe cruel enemies; and blefſe his Goyerne- 
ment, and Cauſe us to livea quiet and peaceable life under him, in-all Go- 
dlinefſe and honeſty. | 
4, A4e That, as the kings Solemnly Sworne, to maintaine- the Right of the/ 

Subjects againſt Enemies ; and is bound to hazard his life, andall thathe hath 
for their defence : So the people are alſo bound to maintain his perſon and 
authority ; and tohazard life , and all that they have , in defending him. 

{ ſhall not take the Queſtion in irs full Latitude , raking:in whar a people 
are bound to, inperſuing of a kings Right, in another Nation , which 1s 
not our preſent Queſtion. Our Queſtion is » What a people ſhould do ,. 
when a kingdoms injuſtly invaded , by a forreigne enemie , which ſeeketh the 

overthrow of Religion, King , and kindom ? Surely, if men be ryed » any 
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duety toaking, and kingdom, they are tyedin this caſe. Thaye two ſorts 
of men to meet with here, who are deficient in doing this Covenanted duety: 
x. Theſe who doe not act againſt the Enemie.2.Theſe who do att forthe Enemie. 

The firſt I meet with , are they whoact not, but iy by » to beholde what 
will become of all. Three ſorts of men a& not for the defence of an invaded 
kingdom. T1. Theſe who with draw themſelves from publick counfels , as 
from Parliament or Committee of Eſtates- This withdrawing, is not to act. 
2. Theſea& not » who upon an apprehenſion of the deſperate ſtate of things , 
do think that all is in ſuch a condirton , by the prevailing of the Enemie , that 
there is no remedy : And therefore that it 1s beſt , to fit ſtill, and ſee how 
things go. 3- They whodonota@, upon ſcruple of conſcience. I ſhall 
reſpe&tenderneſſe of Conſcience 8 I wiſh there beno more but tendernefle. 
If there þe no more, men will ſtrive to have their conſciences well informed. - 

They may be fuppoſed to ſcruple upon one of thoſe grounds: 1. Toa@in 
ſuch a cauſe , for the kings intereſt ; Sure I am this was not a doubt before , 
but all ſeemed to agree toadt for the kingsintereſt inſubordination toCurisrs 
aud this day there 1s no more ſought. Weown the kings intereſt ; only in 
a ſubordination to Cur1sTs; Or. 2. Tojoyne with ſuch inſtruments as are 
Enemies to the Work of GOD. Our anſwer to the Eftates Quzre Reſol. 
ves, that ſuch ſhould not be 1ntruſted: But we do not count theſeEnemies, 
who profeſle repentance , and declare themſelves ſolemnelie tobe for the 
Cauſe , and rhe Covenant ; and doevidence it by their willingnefle to fight 
for them. * If it be ſaid , Their repentance 1s but conterfet. E are bound - 
ro think otherwayes in charitie , till the contrarie be ſeen. No man can judge 
of the realitie of hearts; for we hare now found by experience, that men, 
who have been accountedaboveall exception, have betrayed their truſt. If 
any who have not yet repented of their former courſe , ſhall be intruſted, we 
ſhall be ſory foritz and plainly ſay , that it ought not to be. 

ButI think there muſt be more in this , that men ſay they cannot a&t., For 
my ſelfe , I love not that word in our caſe. Itis roo frequent , He cannot a& 
and He can not aF, I fear there be three ſort of perſons lurking under this 
cover, I. Such asare P»fillanimous, who have no cowrage to at againſt the 
Enemie., The word is true of them they can not a& , becauſe they darre not a&. 
2. Such as are ſelfiſhgnen , ſerving their Idole credis. ' He hath been a man of 
Hononr , and now he feareth there will be no credit to fight againſt this pre-. 
vailing Enemie: Therefore he can not at&t, and ſave his Credit, Be who thou 
will that hath this before thee , GOD ſhall blaſt thy reputation. Thou ſhalt 
neither have honour nor credir, todo aright turne in GODS Cauſe. 3. Such 
as are Compliars , who can not act , becauſe they have a purpoſe to comply. 

' There are , that cannot act inan Army ; but they can betray an Army, by 
not ating. There are , that can not a for ſafety of a Kingdom ; but 
they do betray it , by not acting. Ina word thereare, who can not joyne 
to a&t with theſe whom they accompt Maligants ; ( ſpeak not of de- 
clared and known Malignants bur of ſuch: = have ben , and are _—_— : 
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for the Cauſe , Yet by them eſteemed Maligants ) But they can joine with 
Sefaries , open and declared enemies, toKirk and Kingdom. Ewith Subjects, 
who are bound to fight for the Kingdom , would lay by that phraſe , of Not 
ating, which is ſofrequent in the mouth of Compliars , and oftenſive to them, 
who would approve themſelves in doing duety for endangered Religion, 
King , and Kingdome. : 

That men may be the more clear , to a& I ſhall offer to your confidera= 
tion , ſomepaſlages of Scripture , about theſe who do not at againſt a com- 
mon enemies | 

_F. Indge, 5. There are many reproved, for lying ſtil , while an Enemie 
had invaded the Land : As Reuben, with his diviſions : Gilead, Dan, and 
- Aſſer ſeeking themſelves, all are reproved , for notjoining with the People 
-of GOD , who were willing to jeopard their lives againſt # mighty oppreſſing 
enemy, Burt there is one paſſage concerning Meroz ,. verſ. 23. which fitteth 
our purpoſe, The Augel of the LORD ſaid, Curſe ye Meroz , Curſe ye bitterly the 
inhabitantt thereof 3 they came not tothe Helpe of the LORD, tothe Helpe of the 
LORD, againſt the Mighty. What this Meroz was» 1s not cleare. yer all 
interpreters agree, that they had opportunity and porer to have joined with , 
and helped the People of GOD, anditis probable they were near the place 
of the fight. They are curſed for not commingto the Helpe of the LOR DS 
People. This may beapplyed to theſe in the Land , who will nat Helpe the 
LORD againſt the Mighty. 

2., Another paſſage you have Numb. 32, Reuben and Gad having a multitude of 
cattel , and having ſeen the land of Gilead, that it was a place for cattel , 
they deſire of Moſes, and the Princes,that that Land may be given them, and 
they may not paſſe over Fordane » verſ. 6, 7. Moſes reproveth them in theſe 
wordes , Shall your Brethren go to warre? And ſhall ye fit flill> Wherefore diſcow- 
rage ye the heart of the Children of Iſrael verſ, 16, 17, 18. Reuben 8& Gad make their 
Apology, ſhowing that they have no ſuch intention to firſtil}, only they de- 
fire their wives , and little ones-, may ſtay there; they themſelves promiſe 
ro go over lordane , armed before Ijracl ; and not returne before they were 

ofſeſſed in the Land. Then Mofes ſaid unto them , ver/. 20,21, 22. Tf you 
do ſo , then this ſhall be your poſſeſſion, But verſ. 23. If ye donot ſo, behold, ye 
have finned againſt the Lord ;_ and be ſure your ſinne ſhall find you out: 

I may apply this , ro them that can not a&, will ye fir ſtill when the reſt of 
your Brethrenare to hazard their lives againſt theEnemie> We have reaſon to re- 

rove you. If Moſes that faithful Servant of GOD , was ſtilljealous of Re«- 
= and Gad, evenafter their Apology and promiſe to at&t, (for he ſayeth, 
Tf ye do not ſo) have not honeſt and faithfu] Servants of GOD ground to be 
jealous of their Brethren, who refuſe te att ? Let them Apologize what they 
will; for their notacting , I fay, they ſinne againſt the LORD, and their 
finne ſhall find them out. It will be clearly ſeen , upon what 1ntention they 
do not Act. + ; | 
3+ 3. A thirdpaſlage., is 1S«m.,23. 26, Sauthath David encloſed. , _e 
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he can hardly eſcape. In thar very inſtanr, there commeth a meſſenger ta Sax, 
ſaying , verſ. 27. Haſte thee, andcome; for the Philiſtines have moaded the land... Ar 
the hearing of this meſſage , verſ. 28. Saul returned from perſuing after David , & 
went againſt the Philitines, Ir istrue, the LOR D did provide for his Servanr 
Davide eſcape, by this meare : Bur ifyou confider Saul , he took it not fo. No 
thing moved him to leave this perſure, bur the condition of the land , by the 
invading of an Eneme, 

Three things mighthave moved Saul, to ſtay and perſueDavid. 1. He hath 
him now in a ſtrate, and hath ſuch advantage , thar he might have thought , 
not to comereadily by the like. 

2. Thatalthough rhe PhzlsNines be Enemies, yet David is the moſt dangerous 
Enemie ; for he aimeth at no lefſe , then the Crowne. Ir were better to take - 
conditions cf the Enemze, then to ſuffer Das:d ro live , and take the Crowne. 

3. He might have ſaid, IfT leaye Dav:d at this time , and fight with the Phi 
litines, and be bearen , he willgeta power in his hand to undo me, and my po- 
ſterity. Theſe may ſeeme ſtrong motives; But Saul is not moved with any of 
theſe. The preſent danger is the Philiſtines invading the land ; and this danger 
is ro be ©ppoſed , come of the danger frem David what will. Asif Saul had ſaid, 
T will let David alone , I will meer with him ar another time , and reckon with 
him ; now there isno time for it , the Phil:Rnes are inthe land ; let us make 
haſt againſt them, Lwish that many of our Countrey men had as great love to 
their Countrey , and as publick a-Spirit for it asthis prophane king had, then 
there woul\ not be ſo many queſtions for ating, as men make this day. | 

The Objections I have been touching, are in mensrhoughts and heads. 7. 
Some ſay Now the Malignants are under, forthis Enemue is their rod, Tris beſt 
to put them out of having any power : Yea, there are ſome who would more 
willingly go to undo theſe , whcm they accomprt Malzgnants, nor againſt the 
common Enemi?, who are waſting the land. If they had Sauls reſolution they 
would ſay , the Philifines are inthe land > let them alone , we will reckon with 
them at another time 3 we will now goe againſt the Common Enenze. 

They have alſothe ſecond Objection , the Malignantsare more' dangerous E- 
nemies , then the SeFaries, | shall not now compare them at equal diſtance, 
and abſtract from the preſent danger ; but I shall compare themin the preſent 
poſture of affairs. I am ſure, the SeRaries having power in their hands, and a 
great part of the Iandin their poſſeſſion, are farre more dangerous then Mal: - 
gnants, who have no power for thepreſent: And therefore thereſolution Should 
- , the SeFaries have invaded theland, andare deſtroying it, ler us goe againſt 
them. 

3. The third Obſervation weigheth much with wany, the Malzgnants, being 
imployed to fight for their Countrey, may get ſuch power 1n their hand, as may 
hurrthe Cauſe. For anſwer.; 1.. The Reſolution given to the Quere of the 
Eltares, provid«th agatnſt thar, for therein is a defire, that no ſuch power should- 
be pur in their hand, 2,Thisfear goeth upon a ſuppoſition, that they do nor repent 
their former courſe. This isan unciaritable judgment” Weare bound to be 


more charitable of men profeſling repentance, =_ with ſuch we have todo _ 
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Ty. And to ſpeak a word by the way to you, who have been upon 4 malignant 
courſe, Little goodis expected from you , I pray yoube honeſt, and diſap- 
ointthem. I wiſh youtrue repentance , which will both diſappoint them, 
and be profitable ro your felyes, 3. Idefire it may be conſidered , whether or 
not , fear of adanger tocome from men, if they preyaile againſt the common 
enemie , being only cloathed with a capacity to fight for rheir Countrey, Be an 
argument againſt riſing to Oppoſe a ſeene and certaine danger , coming from 
an enemie , cloathed with power , and ftill prevailing. I conceave, it ought 
ro be farre from any, to hinder men ro defend their Countrey in ſuch a caſe. 1 
. confefle indeed, the Cauſe which we maintaine , hath mer with many enemzes, 
who have been azainſt it, which requireth much tendernefſe; therefore men are 
tobe admitted ro truft, with ſuch exceptions as may keep them our, who are 
ſtill Enennzes to the Cauſe of GOD , have nor profeſled repentance, renounced 
their former courſes, and declared themſelves for Cauſe and Covenant. I 
doubt not , bur it ſhall be found , that admitting of ſuch ro fighr in our caſe as ir 
ſtandeth , isagreeable to the Word of GO D, andis not againſt the former 
Puplick Reſolurions of Kzrk and Szare. : 

The ſecond fort of perſons , weareto meet with, areſuch as act for the Ene- 
my againſt the Kingdom. If they be curſed , who will not come out to hel 
the T.ORD againſt the Mighty ; What a curſe ſhall be upon them, who help 
the Mighty againſt the LORD, asrthey do who act for the Enemie? Three 
wayes is the Exemie helped againft the Cauſe and People of G O D. 

I. By keeping correſpondence with them , and giving them intelligence; 
there is nothipg done in K3rk or State, but they haye intelligence of ir. A baſer 
way hath never been uſed in any Nation. Your Counſels and Purpoſes, are 
made knowneto them. Tt there be any ſuch here (as1 fear they be ) let them 
take thistothem, rheyare of theſe who helpe the Mighty againſt rhe LORD, 
and the curſe ſhall ſticke to them, ; . 

2, By ſtrengthening the Enemes hands with queſtions , debates anddetermi- 
natiens , 10 papers, tending rQ thejuſtifying of their injuſt invaſion. Whar eo 
ver have been mens intentions in taking thar way , yerthe thing done by them, 
hath readedtothe adyantage of the Eneme, and hath divided theſe, who thould 
have been joined in the Cauſe, ro rhe great weakening of the power of the 
kingdome , and this interpretatively , 1s to act for the Mighty againſt the 
LO RD. | 

3. Bygroſle compliance with the .Enemze, and going in tothem , doing all 
the evil Offices they can, againſt their Native Kirgdom. If Meroz war curſed, 
for not helping ſhall nor theſe perfidious Covenant breakers , & treacherous dea- 
lers agaioft a diſtreſſed Jand ; be much-more accurſed , for helping and affiſting - 
adeſtroying Enemie , fo farre as lyeth intheir power ? Iſai. 31. 3. May betrue- 
ly applyedro them , who are helping Strangers , Enemies ro GOD , His Kirk, 
and Religion , Both he that helpeth , shall fall 3 & he thatis holpen , 5þall fall down, 
and thzy Shall faile together. 6 

ITL Thethird particular abourthis COVENANT , reſteth to be ſpoken 

ofto wit, Some Directions ro the King. For the right performing of hisdue- 
ty , Whereof [ ſhall giyeſeyen, x A 
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1: AKing meeting with many difficulties in doing of dutty , by reaſon of 
ſtrongcorruption within , and many tentation.s without , he thould be careful, 
ro ſeek GOD by Prayer, forgraceto overcome theſe impediments, and for 
an underſtanding heart to govern his people. Solomon having in his option , to 
ask what he would, he asked an underſtanding heart, ro go outand in before 
hispeople ; knowing that the Governement of a people , was a very difficile 
work , and needed more then ordinary underſtanding. A Kzng alſo hath ma- 
ny enemies ( asour king hath this day ) anda praying king» is a prevailing 
king. Aſa when hehad todo with a mighty enemy , 2 Chron. 14, prayed fer- 
vently , and prevailed. . Fehozhaphat was invaded with a mighty enemy , 2 Chr, 
20. he prayed, and did prevaile-. Hezekz4b prayed againlt Sennaheribs hudge 
army , and prevailed , 2 Chren. 32. i 
Sir , You have many difficulties and oppoſitions to meer with, acquaint your 
felf with Payer , be inſtant with GOD, and He will fight for Yoo, Prayers 
are not in much requeſt ar Court; But a Covenanted Kmg, muſt bring them in 
requeſt, 1 know, aking is burthened with multiplicity of affairs , and will 
meet with many diverſions 3 Bur, Sir, You muft not be diverted. Take hou- 
res, and ſer them apart forthar exerciſe: Men being once acquainted with 
Your way , will not darre to diverc You. Prayerto G OD, will make Your 
affairs eaſy all the day. I read ofa king , of whom his courrtours ſaid, He ſpoke 
oftener with GOD, then with men. If You be frequent inPrayer, You may 
expect the Bleſſing of the moſt high upon yourſelfe , and upon Your Goyerne- 
ment. 
2. Aking muſt be careful of the kingdom , which he hath ſworneto main- 
raine. We have had many of toopriyare a ſpirit, by whom ſelf intereſt hath been 
preferred to the publick. Itbecommetha king well, ro be of a publick Spirit, 
ro care more forthe publick, then his ownintereft. Senares and States have had 
Motto's written overthe doores of their meering. places. Over the Senate- 
Houſe of Rome, was written, Ne Cid Reſpublica DetramentiCapiat.” I ſhall wiſh 
this may be written over Your Afembly-Houſes ; Bur there is another chat T 
would have written with it > Ne Quid Eccleſia Derrimenti Capiat. , Be careful of 
both ; Ler neither Xrk not State ſuffer hurt, Let them gorogether. The beſt. 
way for ſtanding ofa kingdom, isa well conſtitute Kirk. They deceave kings, 
who make them believe, that the Governement ofthe Kirk; I meane Presby= 
terial Goyernment,, can not ſure with-Monarchie. They ſute well , it being the 
Ordinaceof CHRIST, rendering ro: GOD, whatis GODS; andto Cz. - 
far , what is Czfars. ; Th 
Sir, Kings who havea tender careofthe kirk, Is. 41. 3.arecalled Nurſing 
Fathers, You would becarefal,, thatrthe GOSPEL may have a freepatiage 
through-the kindom ; andthat the Government of the kirk , may be preſerved 


intiere , according ro Your Sclemn Engagment.. The kirk hath mer wich ma- 
ny enemies, as Papiſts , Prelates, Malignants , which I paſſe as known ene- 
mies: Bur there are two ſorts more , who, ar this ume, would be carefully

I, Sefaries greatenemiesto the kirk; and toall the Ordinances of CHRIST, 
| and 
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Er more particularly to Presbyrterial Government, which they have and would 
have altogether deſtroyed. A king ſhould fer himſeif againſt theſe , becauſe 
they are enemies as well tothe King , as tothe Kirk , and firive ro make both 
fall rogerher. | 
2. "Eraſtions , more dangerous ſnares to kings , then Sefaries; becauſe kings 
can look well enough to theſe , who are againſt themſelves, and their power 
as Seftaries, who will have no king : But Eraſt;ans give more power 'to kings, 
then they.ſhould have, and are great enenves to Presbyterial Government: For 
they would make kings believe, that there is no Government but the Civil, and 
derived from thence , which isa great wrong tothe Sonof GO D, who hath 
rhe government of the Kirk diſtinct from the Civil ; yer no wayes prejudicial ro 
it , being ſpiritual , and of another nature... CHRIS I did purthe Magiſtrate 
out of ſuſpition , that bis kingdome was prejudicial to Civil-government ; af- 
firming , My Kingdom is not of this world, This Government CHRIST hath 
not committed to kings, but to the Office-Bearers of his houſe; who in regard 
of Civil ſubjeCtion, are under the Civilpoweras well as others ; but in their 
ſpiritual adminiſtration they are under CHRIST, who hath nor given un- 
toany king upon earth , the diſpenſation of ſpiritual rhings to his people, 
S$1R, Youarein Covenant with GOD, and HisPeople, and are oblid- 
ged to maintaine Presbyterial Governement , as well againſt Eraſtians as Sea- 
ries, T know , this Eraſtian humour aboundeth ar Courr, -It may be ſome en= 
deavour to make You encroach upon that, for which G O D, hath puniſhed 
Y our Predeceſſours. Be who he will that meddleth with this Government ro 
overturne it, it ſhall be as heavy to him as the burthenſome ſtone to the ene- 
mies ofthe Kirk. They are cut in piec s, who burthen themſelves with it , 
ach 12. 
N 3. AKing in Covenant with the People of GOD, ſhoald make much of 
theſe who are in Coyenant with him; having in high eſtimation the Faithful Ser- 
vants of CHRIST, and the Godly People of the Land. Iris rare to find kings 
lovers of Faithful Miniſters, and Pious People. Ir hath been the taulr of our 
own kin2s to perſecute the Godly. 
, I. Lettheking lovetheS-rvantsof CHRIST , who ſpeak the Truth Evil 
kings are branded with this that rhey contemned the Prophets, 2 Chronicl. 25, 
When Amaziah hadi taken the Gods of Ser, and ſet them up for his Gods, a 
Propher came to h m , and*reproved him ; unto whom the King ſaid , ho 
mate thee of the Kings Counſel , forbeare leſt thou be ſmitten This contempt ofthe 
Prophets warning , 15 a fore-runner of following deſtruction. Bea careful 
hearerof GODS Word ; take with reproof; efteem of it, as David did 
Pſalm 141. verſ. 5. An excellent Oyle , which shall not break the head. To make 
_ of the fairhful Servants of CHRIST ,* will be an evidence of 
reality. | | 
-2 Let the king eſteem well of godly Profeſſours. Lerpiety be in accompr. 
Iris a fault very common, that pious Men, becauſe of their conſcientious and 
ſtrict waking, are hated by the Prophane, who love to live looſely. Ir is uſual 
with prophaneMen , to labour to bring Kings unto a diſtaſte of the Godly ; eſ- 
pecially 
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. pecially when-men who have profeſſed Piety. become ſcandalous; whereupon 
they are ready to judge all pious Men tobe like them; and rake occaſion to 
ſpake evil of Piery, I feare art thistime , when men who have been.commend- 
ed forPiety have fallen foulely , and betrayed rheir truſt ; that men will cake 
advantage, to ſpeak againſt the godly of the Land. Beware of this, for it is 
Sathans policy , to pur Piery outof requeſt, Let not this move any. Fall who 
will, Piety is ſtill che ſame , andpious Men will make conſcience both of their 
wayesand truſt. Remember, they are preciousin GODS Eyes, who will 
not ſuffer mento deſpiſe them , without rheir reward. S1r, Ler nor Your 
hearr be from the godly in the Land , whatever hath fallen ourar this time. .I 
dareaffirm there are very many really godly men,, who by their prayers areſup- 
porting your Throne, : | 

4. AKing ſhou'd be careful whom he putteth in Places of Thruſt, as a 
maine thing , forthe good of the kingdom. 'Irisa Maxime, that truſt ſhould 
not be put in their hands, who have oppreſſed the people, or have betrayed 
theirrruſt. There isapaſſage in Story. meet for this purpoſe? One Seprinnus 
Arabinus , a man tamous » or rather infamous for O-pretſion, was pureut .of 
the Senate, but re-admitred. About this.time Alexander Severus, being choſen 
to the Empyre, the Senatours did entertain him with publick ſalutations and con. 
gratulations. Severus eſpying Arabinys., amongſt che Senators, cryed our, O 
Numina ! Arabinus non ſolum vivit, ſed in Senatum venit. Ah! Arabinus not only 
liveth,, bur he is1n the Senate. Our of jult indignation , he coald not endure 
to ſe: him, Asallarz not meer for places of truſt in judicarories. So all are 
not meet for places of truſt in armies. Men would be choſen who are godly,and 
able for the charge. | 

But thereare ſome who are not meet for truſt, 1. They who are godly, bur 
have no skill norability for the place, 4 man may bea truely godly man , who 
15 not fit for ſuch place,and no wrong is done to him nor to godlineſs, when,the 
placeis denied to him. T wonder:how a godly man can take upon him a place 
whereofhe hath no skill. 2. They who. have neither skill nor courage , are 
very ut. mcet;for if it be aplace of never ſo great moment, faint- heartednefle will 
make them quite it.. 3. They who are both skilful and ſtout; yer are not honeſt 
but perfidious and treacherous, ſhould haye fo truſt ar all. | 

Of all thoſe we have fad experience , which ſhould not move You to make 
choiſe of prophane and godlefle men, by whom a bleſfling is not to be expected 
bur it ſhould move You tobe wary in Yo:rchoiſe. [am confideut ſuch may 
be had, who will be faithful for Religion, King and Kingdom, | 

5. There hath been mach debare about the exerciſe of the Kings power, yer 
Heis put 1n the exerciſe of his power, and thisday put in a better capacity to 
exerciſe it by his Coronation. Many are affrayed:rhat the exerciſe of his power , 
ſhall prove dangerous to the Cauſe ; and indeed | confeſle there is ground of 
fear . when we conſider, how this power hath been abuſed by former kings. 
Therefore, Sir , make good uſe of this power, and ſee that You rather keep 
within bounds , then exccedin the exerciſeof it. I may very well give ſuch a 
Counſel , as an old Connſellour gaye to a King o France. He having ſpent 
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many years at court, 'defired ro retire into the Countrey , for enjoying privacy 
fit for: his age ;, and having obtained leave , The king his maſter required him , 
to fir down, and write ſome adviſe of Government, to leave behind him, which 
he out of modeſty declined. The King wovld not be denied , burleft wich him 
penandink, and a ſheer of paper. He being alone after ſome thoughts, wrote 
with faire and legible Characters in the head of the ſheer, Modus inthe middle 
of the ſheeer Modus, and in the foor of the ſheet Moaus; and wrote no more 
In all the paper : which he wrapp2d up, delivered to the King, Meaning that 
the beſt counſel he could give him , was , That he ſhould keep temper in all 
things. Nothing more fit for a young king then to keep temper in all things. 
Take rhis counſel, Sir, and be moderate in the uſe of your power, The beſt 
way to keep power , ism2deration in the nſe of it, 

6+ The King hath many enemies , even ſuch as are enemies -to his Family , 
and ro all kingly Government ; and are now in the bowels of this Kingdom 
waſting and deſtroying : Beftirre Your ſelf, according to Vowes and Oaths , 
thar are upon You, to be active , for the reliefe of CHRiSTS Kingdom, 
born down by them,in all the three Kingdoms; and for the reliefe of thisKing= 
dom grieyouſly oppreſſed by them. We ſhall earneſtl+ defire.that GOD would 
pur that Spirit upon our King, now entered upon publick Government, which 
he hath pur upon the Deliverers of his People from their cruell Oppreflours. 

In ſpeaking of the kings behayionr ro enemies, One thing I cannot paſle. 
There is much ſpoken ofa treatie with this enemy. FT am not of the judgment 
of ſome , who 65a rar treaty before invaſion , andafter invaſion, and ſay, 
THEY is very lawful before inyaſion ; becauſe ir is ſuppoſed that thereis little 
wrong done; but after invaſion , when a kingdom is wronged, and pur to 1n- 
finit loſes, then they ſay atreary is to be ſhunned: But in my judgement , a . 
treaty may belawful after invaſion , and wrongs ſuſtained, The end of war is 
peace , neither ſhould defire of revenge obſtruct it , providing it be ſuch a 
treaty and peace, as 1s not prejudicial ro Religion , nor to the ſatery of the 
kingdom, nor to the undoub:red righr of the King, nor to the League and Co- 
Yenant , whereunto weare (o ſolemnly engaged. 

Bur I muſt break off this treaty, witi a ftory related in Plutarch The City of 
Athens was ina great ſtrait , wherein they knew nor what to do... Themiſzocles 
in this ſtrait ſaid , he had ſomething , wherein to give his opinton , for the be- 
hoofe of the Szate; bur he thought it not fit ro deliver himſelfpublickly , Ariſcides 
a man of great truſt, is appointed to hear him privatly, and to make an accompr 
as he rhoughr meer, When Arjz:ides came to make his report to the Senate; He 
told them , that Thensftocles hisadvice was indeed profitable ,. but not honeſt. 
Whereupon the people would not ſo much as hear it. Thereis much whiſper- 
ing of treaty , they are nor willing ro ſpeak publickly ofit, Hear them in pri- 
vate; and it may be the beſt advice ſhall be profitable ; bur not aoneſt, If 
a treaty ſhould be , let it be both profitable and honeſt , and no loyer of peace

with reality , fincerity, and conſtancie , which are the qualifications of good 
'Covenanters. Many doubt of your reality in the Covenant : Ler Your finceri- 
ty and realitie beevidenced by Your ſteadfaſtneſſeand conſtancy 3 For many 
have begun well , but have not been conſtant. 

In the ſacred hyſtory of Kings , we finda note pur upon kings according to 
their cartiages. One of three ſentences is writren upon them. 1. Some kings 
have this written on them , Hedid evil mmthe fightof the LO RD. They neither 
begin wel norend wel. Such an one was Ahaz , king of Fudah, and diverſe 
others in that hiſtory. 2. Others have this written of them , He did that which 
was right in the ſight of the LORD 3 but not with a perſef heart, Such an one was - 
Amaziah , kiog of Fudab , 2 Cur. 25.2, He was neither fincere nor conſtant : 
When GOD blefted him with victory againft the Edomntes , he fell fouly trom 
the true worſhip of GOD > and ſer up the gods of Edom. 3. A third ſentence is 
written upon the godly kings of Fudab, he did right in the fight of the LORD with 
a perfet heart. As Aſa, Hezekiah , Fehoshaphat and Fofiah, They were both fin- 
.cere and conſtant. Lerus neither have the firſt, nor the ſecond; bur rherhird 

written upon our King, He did right in the fight of be LORD ; with a perfe& heart 
Begin well, and continue, * | : 

Before I cloſe, I ſhall ſeek leave, tolay before our young king, two exem- 
ples, to beware of , and one to follow. The two warning exemples , one 
of them is inthe Text , another in our own Hiftory, 

The firſt example is of Foach. He began well , and went on in a godly re- 
formation all the dayes of Fehojada;but it 1s obſerved 2Chron.24. 17. that after the 
death of Fehogada , the princes of Fudah came , and did obeyſanceto rhe king ; 
and he hearkened unto them , verſ. 18. It appeareth , they had been Jying at 
waite, till the death of Fehojada ; and took that opportunity to deſtroy the rrue 
worſhip GOD, and ſetup falſe worſhip, flattering the king for that effect : 
For it is ſaid , They left the houſe of the Lord , and ſerved groves and Idols; & were 
ſo far from being reclaimed, by the Prophet of the LORD, that was ſent 
unto them , thatthey conſpired againſt Zechariah the ſon ofFehoiada , who re- 
proved them mildly for their Ido/atry , and ſtoned himwith ſtones , and flew 
him ar the kings commandemenr. And verſc22. iris ſaid , Foashremembred nos 
the kindneſſe that Fehojadahis father had done tohim . hut ſlew his ſonne. 

Sir , Take thisexample for a warning. You are obliedged by the Covenant » 
togo on inthe Work of Reformation, It may be, ſomegrear ones are waiting 
theirtime , not having opportunity to work for the preſent, till afterward they 
may make obeyſance, and perſwade Youto deſtroy all , that hath been_ done 
in the Work of GOD theſe diverſe years Beware of it ; Ler no alluremenr 
or perſwafion prevaile with You, to fall fromrhat, which this day You bind 
Your ſelf ro maintain. | : 

Anotber exempleT give You, yetinrecent memory, of Your grand-father 
king James, - He fell ro be yery young . in atime, full of difficulties; yertthere 
was a godly party in the land, who did put the Crown npon his haed: And when 
hecame to fome years, He and his people entered in a Covenant with GOD, 
He was much commended by godly and os men, compating him w 
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Fofiab{tanding at the Altar, renewing a Covenant with GOD ; And he kim- 
elf. did thank GOD, that he was born in a Reformed kirk , berter reformed 
then England; for they retained many popichceremonies : Yea, better reformed 
then Geneva, for they kept ſome holy, dayes ; Charging his people to be con- 
ſtant , and promiſing himſelf ro continue 1n thar Reformation, and to maintain 
the ſame. Notwithſtanding of all this , he made a foule defection: He remem= 
bred nor the kindnefle of them who had held the crown uponhis head; yea, ke 
| perſecuted faithful Miniſters, for oppoſinz that courſe of detection. Henever 
reſted :1]1l he had undone Presbyterial Government, and kirk Afﬀemblies , ſer= 
. Ing up Bisbops , and bringing in Ceremonies , againſt which formerly he had gi- 
ven large -a gg Ina word, he layd the foundation, whereupon his ſonne 
* our late king , did build much miſchiefe to Religion, all the dayes of his life. 
Sir , I lay thisexemple before You therather,- becauſe ic is ſo near You, thar 
the guiltines of the tranſgreſſion lyeth upon the Throne and Family, & iris one 
of the ſinnes, for-which You haye profeſſed humiliation very lately , Ler it be 
laid ro heart, rake warning , requite not faithful mens kindnes with perſecuri- 
on; yea requite not the LORD ſo, who hath preſerved You to rhistime , 
andis ſettinga Crown upon Your head , Requite notthe LORD ſo, with 
ApeFafie and Defetionfrom-a (worn Covenant : But be ſteadfaſt in the Cove- 
nant, as You would give Teſtimony of Your-rrue Humuliation for the Defecti- 
on oftheſe that went before You. 
I have ſet up theſe two exemples before you as beacons to warne you to kee 
off ſuch dangerous courſes, and ſhall add one for imitation, which, if followed, 
may happily bring with it the blefling of that godly mans adherence to God. 
The exemple is of Hezekzab, who didthart which was right in the fight of the Lord, 
2 Kinz.18.5,6. Irisſaid of him, Hetruſtedin the Lord God of Iſrael , and he clave 
untothe Lord:., and departed not from following him , but kept his: Commandments, 
Andverſ, 7. The LORD was with him., and he proſpered wither ſoever he wene 
orth . | 
F Sir , follow thisexample , cleave untothe LORD, anddepart not from 
following, him , and the LORD will bewith You, and proſper You wither- 
ſoever Yougo, To this LORD , from whom we expect a blefling upon this 
dayes work eglory and praiſe for ever. Amen. -

the foreſaid crimes ; And thar they ſhall faithſully affirme the things above written, by 


t heir Solemn Oath. 
The Miniſter tendered the Oath unte the king , who kneeling , and hold- 


ing up his righrhand , ſware in theſe words. By the Eternal and Almighty 
 GGD), Wholiveth and reigneth for ever, I ſhall obſerve and keep all that is contain- 
ed in-this Oath. ; 


This done , the Kings Majeſty fitteth down in his Chaire , and repoſeth 
himſelf a little- 


Then the king arifeth from his Chaire, and is diſrobed, by the Lord Great 


Chamberlaine, of the Princely Robe , Wherewith heentered the kirk, & 
is inveſted by the ſaid Chamberlain in his Royal Robes. 

Thereafter , the king being brought to the Chaire on the North ſide of the 
kirk, ſuppor edzs formerly , the Sword was brought by Sir William Cock= 
burne of Langtown . Gentleman Uſher , from the table , and delivered ro 
the Lyon king of Arms; Who giveth it to the LordGreat Conſtable,who pur 
eth the ſam? in the kings hand, ſaying, Sir, Receave this kingly Sword, forthe defence 


of the Faith of CHRIST, and protefion of his kirk, and of the true Religion, as it is 


preſently profeſſed within this kingdome, and according to the National Covenant , & 
League and Covenant, and for executing Equitie , and Fuſtice , and for puniſhment 
of aff iniquity and injuſtice. 

This done , . the Great Conſtable receaveth the Sword from the king , 8& 


girdeth the ſame about his ſide. | 
Thereafter , the king fitreth down in his Chaire; 8 then the Spurres were

Which done, the Lyon king of Armes, rhe Great Conſtable ſtanding by 
him, cauſerth an"Herauld to cail the whole Noblemen, one by one, accord- 
ing to theirranks; who comming before the king, kneeling, ana with their 
hand touching the Crown on the kings head, ſware theſe words , By the E- 
ternal , and Almighe GOD, who liveth and reigneth for ever ; I ſhall ſupport thee ts 
my uttermoft, And when they had done , then all the Nobility held up their 
hands , and ſivare to be loyal and true ſubjets , and faithful tothe Crown. 

The Earle Mariſhal, with the Lion,going to the four corners of the Scage, 
the Lion proclaimed the Obligatory Oath of the People ; And the people 
holding up their hands all the time, did (wear by the Eternal & Almmghty GOD, 
who liveth and reigneth for ever y we become your liedge men , and truth , and Faith 
ſhall bear unto you, and live and die with you, againft a'l manner of folkes what ſgever, 
in your ſervice , according to the National Covenant , and ſolemn League and Cove- 


Nant. ; 
Then did the Earls and Vicounts put on their crowns ; and the Lion like - 


wayes put on his. 

Then did the Lord Chamberlaine looſe the ſword wherewith the king . 
was girded ; and draw it, and delivered it drawn into the kings hands; and 
the king pur it in the hands of the Great Conſtable , to carry it naked 
before im . | 

Then John Earle of Craufurd and Lindſay , took the Scepter , and putir 
in the Kings right hand ſaying , Sir , Receave this Scepter the ſign of Royal Power 
of the kingdom , that you may Govern your ſelf right , and defend all the Chrifluan - 
People committed by GO D to your charge, puniſhing the wicked, and. proteRing - 
the juſt. | 

Then did the king aſcend the Stage, attended by the Officers ofthe Crown, .. 
and Nobility , and was inſtalled in the Royal throne by Archibald Marquis 
of Argile ſaying; Stand , & holdfaft from hence forth, the place whereof you are the . 
lawful and righteous Heir , by a long and lineal ſucceſiton , of your fathers 3 which is 
now delivered unto you , by authorizy of Almighty GOD.

The Conſpiracy of Seryants or Subje&ts, againſt theirKing , is a wicked 
courſe : Bur GOD. in His Righteous Fackthrens ſufferetfh Sibjefts to con- 
ſpire and rebelaginſttheir Princes ; becauſethey rebel againſ®t GOD: And 
He ſuffereth Subjects to break the Covenant made with'a king ; becauſche
